Committee kicks off 
fundraising campaign 
for theatre

The committee charged with the task 
of raising $2 million for a new perform¬ 
ing arts centre has a long way to go. 

But its members are confident the 
amount can be raised. 

“I would like to say a huge thank you 
to the Town of Fort Erie and the District 
School Board of Niagara, each for con¬ 
tributing $500,000 and leaving us, the 
committee, to raise the remaining $2 



A kickoff to the fundraising campaign 
was held Monday at the Fort Erie Golf 
Club where members of the fundraising 
committee, which consists of commu¬ 
nity members, Town staff and DSBN 
representatives, accepted a $75,000 
donadon from the E.J. Freeland Foun¬ 
dation, a non-profit charity that annu¬ 
ally provides scholarships to Fort Erie 
students. 

The proposed theatre, which will be 
located on the future site of Greater Fort 
Erie Secondary School on Garrison 
Road, will cost $3 million to build. The 
Town and the DSBN have committed to 
the Greater Fort Erie Centre for the Arts 
by paying for a portion of the project 
and agreeing to fundraise the rest. 

Lows, the principal of Fort Erie’s 
future high school, led the campaign 
launch. 

Dignitaries including Mayor Wayne 
Redekop, regional representative Sandy 
Annunziata and MPP Wayne Gates 
attended the event. 

Louws said the 500-seat theatre will 


provide a creative venue for students to 
highlight their talent, draw visitors to 
the town and strengthen the arts and 
culture community. 

According to Redekop, the construc¬ 
tion of the theatre is "a fantastic oppor¬ 
tunity” for Fort Erie. 

“You don't build a community with¬ 
out taking risks. Any community that 

tion,” he said. 

School board trustee Dave Schaubel 
thanked the school board and the town 
for working together to make the thea¬ 
tre a possibility. 

“The theatre is vital to the community 
and it would be awesome to raise above 
and beyond the goal so the Town could 
have its money back to do other great 
things for the community." 

Both the school and the theatre are 
set to open in September 2017. Louws 
said the deadline to raise the necessary 
funds to pay for the school is September 
2018. 

All levels of support are welcome and 
those who make donations will be rec¬ 
ognized. A donation of $1,000 to $2,000

“We had some guys doing 
unrelated work when they 
noticed some water. The crew 
determined there was a leak 
after doing some follow-up 
detection work,” said Grant 
Bout in, manager of waste 


and wastewater services. 
According to Boutin, “there 
was a failure of a previ¬ 
ous repair,” which led to 
the water main break. 

The water supply to 24 hours 
on Mary Street was shut 
off between 3 p.m. and 6 
p.m. while a crew repaired 
the waterman break. 

“It was not a full-blow ser¬ 
vice interruption. It was almost 
a non-event,” Boutin said.”

That 
means planning outdoor activities 
during cooler parts of the day. 

If you’re spending time outdoors 
with your family this week, rest 
frequently in shaded areas and 
remember to drink plenty of water.

According to staff at the Niagara 
Region, infants, children, seniors 
and individuals with high blood 
pressure and heart and respiratory 
problems are among the people 
most at risk of developing a heat- 
related illness during excessive high 
heat. 

If you experience dizziness, 

extreme thirst, you may be showing 
symptoms of heat illness. 

Environment Canada is 
encouraging people to frequently 
visit their neighbors, friends and 
older family members to make sure 
they are keeping cool and hydrated.

They say the apple never 
falls far from the tree, and 
fans of horror and Stephen 
King will be pleased to 
know that the old saying 
rings true. The horror gen¬ 
re’s worst kept secret is that 
Joe Hill is Stephen King’s 
son. A striking physical 
resemblance and New 
England heritage aside. 

Hill has done well enough 
to step out from behind his 
father's shadow and 
acknowledge his lineage. 

Notice the back cover 
'blurbs’ ofmany ofthehor- 
ror novels published in the 
last few decades. Often, at 
least one person reviewing 
the book will laud the 
author as 'the next Stephen 


King.’Withamonthly heir 
apparent, it is hard to know 
what this really means. Per¬ 
haps it doesn’t have to mean 
anything. The problem with 
these blurbs is the inherent 
generalization they create. 
Hill may carry on his father’s 
legacy to some degree, but 
his work has apersonality of 
its own. Like his lather, he

His 
novels are nothing to sneeze 
at either Homs and NOS4A2 
are hefty pieces of work both 
figuratively and literally. 
Most importantly, they are

Since the elder King has 
been synonymous with 
horror since the mid-sev¬ 
enties, there has long 
been a sense of dread of 
what will come when we 
no longer have a Stephen 
King to scare us silly.
